John says} 
we shall be like Him and this, 
makes me think we will look) 
like Him when He appears. 
And why should we think it a 
thing incredible when we are 
striving to that end? 


This is the watching time. We 
do not know the exact time of 
His cuming, yet, but we are sure 


it is a time to purify ourselves 
even as He is pure if we expect 
to be like Him when He comes, 
and it is an evident fact that 
some are going to be like Him 
when He comes. 


If we are going to look like 
Jesus when He comes, and if we 
are close to that time, it occurs 
to me that there must be some 
resemblance now. We may not 
be able to see ourselves in the 
full glare of light, but the very 
thought of having some resem- 
blance now makes the matter all 
the more sacred. 





If | am in the presence of one 
that looks like Jesus I will surely 
be so affected by it that my 
thoughts will be upon Him. See 
a person approaching at some 
little distance. It looks like 
your brother. You watch him 
as he approaches. While you} 
are watching you are thinking’ 
probably of a hundred things!

occurred in his boyhood days. | 
You will remember some words | 
he said, your play together, vour | 
toys or school days. But as he| 
comes nearer you discover to| 
your surprise and disappointment | 
that the person you thought was| 
your brother is not your brother, | 
be only looked like him at) 
a distance. But because this, 
stranger looked like your brother | 
made youthink of your brother. | 

To follow this illustration then | 
surely one can see how important | 
it 1s to look like Jesus. If you, 
look like Him it will make peo- | 
ple think of Him when they see | 
you. They may think of some | 
words He spoke and some good | 
things He did while here in the | 
world. Surely His life is so at- | 
tractive that many will be at-| 
tracted to Him if they see some- | 
body that looks like Him. 

Moses was a great man. He, 
was probably the greatest com- | 
mander under God on record. | 
He issued a proclamation that! 
freed six hundred thousand | 
slaves. He did not only free| 
them but he also led them out of | 
the country where they had been | 
in slavery. This Moses said of 
Jesns, He shall be “like unto 
me.’’ (Acts 38:22.) He does) 
not say in what respect He shall | 
be like him, but he simply makes | 
the statement. | 

Since Jesus was to be like} 
Moses then it is nothing wrong | 
to learn something about Moses, 
and this will help us to know) 
more about Jesus. It is said of 
Moses that he was gentle. Of 
course we cannot think of him | 
being any more gentle than Jesus. 
But he was gentle and as Jesus 
was to be like him then Jesus 
was gentile too. And if we are! 
to be like Jesus then we will) 
have to be gentle. ‘To be genile 
means to ‘‘be mild and refined 
in manner and _ disposition, | 
kind; moderate in action, and| 
peaceful.” It will take all of!

Moses was submissive, and of 


ceurse not any more so than 
Jesus. And as Jesus was like 
Moses and we are to be like 


Jesus then we have to be sub- 
missive. Defining this word we 
find it means “yielding to 
authority.” There is probably lit- 
tle use inenlarging on this point, 
but since there is a disposition 
on some people to want to ex- 
ercise authority rather than sub- 
mit to it, probably it is well to 
say that it wili require this dis- 
position to make one look like 
Jesus. 

| hope there are none among 
us that do not have that yielding 
disposition, but wherever they 
may be that do not it will keep 
them from looking like Jesus. 
While Moses was a great leader, 
and chosen of God to fill an ex- 
alted position above his fellows, 
yet he had a submissive spirit 
and was ready to bow to Him 
who was over him. The Ohurch 
of God would not be the Church 
of God without offices and offi- 
cers. This means authority. 
These officers are under certain 
rules and regulations, and if they 
will not be submissive to those 
rules and regulations they will 
never look like Jesus. 

If those rules and regulations 
(the Bible) require me asa 
minister to preach and practice 
divine healing, and 1 fail to do 
it, then J will not look like Jesus, 
vecause Lam not submissive to 
the laws that are to govern me. 
lf 1 am ina position to enforce 
certain rulings and I fail to do 
it, then I will not soon look like 
Jesus. If I yield to the influ- 
ences of others rather than yield 
to the laws of God that are over 
me, and by this fail to yield to 
the proper authority then I need 
not expect to look like Jesus. 

In a Bible sense yielding to 
avthority means ‘‘Obey: them 
that have the rule over you, 
and submit yourselves: for they 
watch for your souls, as they 
that must give account.’’ (Heb. 
13:17.) This is not for me with 
authority to rule over my brother 
with rigor for the sake of forcing 
hiin to come to certain terms 
only, but as | must submit to the 


‘authority that is over me it be- 


comes my duty to show submis- 
siveness sufficient to exercise 
authority over others who may 
be committed to my care. 

The Assembly requires me to 
serve as General Overseer of the 
Church of God under certain 
rules and regulations. But sup- 
ose some influence should draw 
ine away so that [ would not bow 
to ‘hose rules and regulations, I 
would not be submissive to the 
Assembly. I could not expect to 
he like Jesus, neither could I ex- 
pect to look like Him. 

For another example, suppose 
that the everseer of a_ state 
shoula refuse to be submissive 
to the General Overseer in some 
certain matters of business rela- 
tive to the church work, and at 
the same time the General Over- 
was only bowing to the 


| Assembly in requiring this cer- 


tain overseer to perform certain 
duties, how could such an over- 
seer cxpect to be and look like 
Jesus?

of a certain association. There 
were certain rules to govern the | 
office. The moment 1 was elected | 
and stepped into that office I was | 
under those rules. To submit to| 
those rnles it became necessary | 
for me to perform certain duties | 
that had been neglected by my! 
predecessor. It made such a 
change in the management of the 
association business that the 
members seemed almost ready 
to revolt, but as soon as I ex- 
plained the rules and showed 
them my duty according to the 
laws under which I was obligated 
to serve, they became submissive 
at once. They yielded to the 
authority. But I yielded to au- 
thority first. If had failed,then 


they would have failed. I was 
under the laws governing the 
association and the members 


were under me. Moses was un- 
der God, and others were under 
him. Jesus was under Go? and 
we are under Him. If we sub- 
mit to Him then there is a like- 
ness. If we refuse it is the op- 
posite. 

Moses was ‘‘mild of temper.”’ 
Jesus was the same. This means 
that if we are like Jesus we will 
not be sharp, sour, or bitter, but 
be gentle, soft and placid. Many 
of us may need a lesson on this 
part of the subject. Some seem 
to have a disposition to be sharp 
and rasping in their manner of 
expression. It will be necessary 
to have a change made in a per- 
son with that disposition if he 
would look like Jesus. We can- 
not think of Jesus being sharp, 
sour or bitter. 


Moses was patient, and of 
course Jesus was possessed with 
the same quality because He was 
like Moses. Then in order to be 
like Jesus we must be patient. 
If you are not patient of course 
you are not like Jesus. Do you 
pray for patience? Do you ask 
God to make you like Jesus? 
Do you hope to have your pray- 
ers answered? Then when you 
fall suddenly into some awful 
trial that might justly be named 
tribulation, God is beginning to 
auswer your. prayer, because 
‘tribulation worketh patience.” 
(Rom. 5:3.) When this has its 


perfect work you may then _ be- 
gin to look like Jesus, for not 


until then will you be perfect 
and entire, wanting nothing. 
(Jas. 1:2—4.) 


If there has ever been a 
in the world that has had _ his 
faith tried to the uttermost it 
surely was Moses and of course 
Jesus was like him and they 
both stood the test and gained 
the victory. James says, ‘‘My 
brethren, count it all joy when 
ye fall into divers temptations ; 
knowing this, that the tryiug of 
your faith worketh patience. 
But let patienze have her per- 
fect work, that ye may be _ per- 
fect and entire, wanting noth- 
ing.”? Now it takes this trial of 
faith to make one like Jesus. 
When you pray to be made like 
Jesus, and the awful temptations 
roll in upon you, then isa time 
to ‘count it all joy’? instead of 
beginning to bend, or think your 
lot is hard, and finally give it up 
is too hard. 
Remember Moses went this way, 
and Jesus was like him and we 
are to be like Jesus. 


Moses was all that we have 
described above because it is 
said of him that he ‘‘was very 
meek, above all the men which 
were upon the face of the earth.”’ 
(Num. 12:3.) And meekness 
means all we have described. 
And this special characteristic 
will have to accompany us to 
make us look like Jesus. One

Helpless Against These Powers Unless we Have the Truth as 
an Ally.

The word of a person is of con- 
sequence in proportion to his 
character and ability. The word 
of a poor man may be sincere 
but for lack of means, his in- 
ability renders his word of small 
consequence. On the other hand 
one may have much ability yet 
his word is not taken seriously 
because of a lack of character, 
no dependance can be placed on 
it. 

Now we want to consider the 
Word of God. Of course, we 
almit the words of Jesus are 
truly of God for He was God 
manifest in the flesh, in fact He 
was the Word made flesh, the 
living Word. 


First, in regard to the character 
of God, we read that He cannot 
lie, He is holy, He is faithfal, 
He is true, He is merciful, God 
is love, and He changeth not. 
Surely one with such a character 
can be trusted, nc danger of 
usurping authority or reckless 
disregard of our needs. As a 
father pitieth his children so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear Him. 
O the tenderness of our God! 
the richness of His mercy, the 
boundless depth of His love! 
Truly if He were not love itself, 
long ago would He have smitten 
this world with total overthrow, 
but His mercy endureth forever, 
His tender mercies are over all 
When, after all our 
backslidings, our loss of interest, 
lack of real love to God and our 
many acts of carelessness we 
realize that God patiently waits 
tu restore unto us the joy that is 
unspeakable and the peace that 


passes understanding, how in- 
finite must be His love. It seems 


that His forbearance has almost 
no limit, the depths of His love 
not been discovered. 


Dear friend, have you ever 
considered your own life, how 
many times you have failed to 
manifest the true Spirit of Ohrist 
in word or action, how often 
your thoughts have not been to 
the glory of God, how maybe at 
times you have almost rebelled 
because of the trials and disap- 
pointments of life? And yet your 
Father, as an affectionate parent, 
was watching over you, caring 
for and shielding you lest the 








commanded to walk with all 
lowliness and meekness, (Eph, 
4:2.) Among other Obhristian 
graces that we are to put on is 
that one that will make us yield 
to authority and obey the Bible 
in all things. (Ool. 3:12.) 

In giving instructions to Tim- 
othy Paul said, ‘‘But thou, O 
man of God, x x x follow after 
righteousness, godliness, faith, 
love, patience,meek ness.’’(1 Tim. 
6:11.) Oall attention to the fact 
that Timothy was already a man 
of God, but in order to make 
the progress in the Christian life 
necessary to make him like 
Jesus it was essential for him to 
follow these graces. 

And what was required of Tim- 
othy is required of us if we 
would attain to the same degree 
of spirituality and favor with 
God. Then we will have to fol- 
low after faith, love, patience 
and meekness. And faith must 
be tried, love tested, patience 


imbibed by the coustant work- 
ing of tribulations and trials. 
Then follows the special virtue 
that characterized Moses—meek- 
ness. A constant yielding to 
authority in whatever form it

were able to bear. 


Now then His Word goes forth 
spoken out of infinite love—‘‘l 
will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee.’’ Heis one on whom you 
ever can depend. Saints of all 
ages have drunk from _ this 
fountain; it revived them when 
the flames at the stake destroyed 
their bodies and set their spirits 
free to wing their flight beyond 
all paim and death. The Word 
of God told them, ‘‘Be thou faith- 
ful unto death and I will give 
thee a crown of life;’’ it assured 
them that death was not to be 
dreaded but that it was only the 
gateway to the land of glory.
